Claims 1-2, 4-8 and 10-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as 
anticipated by Yokomizo, et al. (6,522,41 8). Before specifically considering 
Yokomizo, note that while the application includes some discussion of 
processing digital images such as photographs, the claims are limited to 
processing stored video streams. Yokomizo is concerned exclusively with the 
processing of silver salt photographic pictures or images into a form in which 
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
